“LOST MANHOOD” 


In looking out into the darkness of the night 
as this is penned, it seemg as though the skies 
should be painted & crimson, bloody-looking red, 
for such they are figuratively, if not literally, 
and much of the ground of the world is so 
literally. 

We used to write of the Fatherhood of God 
and the Brotherhood of man, and tried to teach 
it and preach it and live it, but now it seems 
like a hopeless task. The Fatherhood of God 
is here yet, but the péople of the earth have 
shut their eyes and ears and closed their minds 


to His Fatherhood. They have two other 
Fatherhoods now—that of the Devil and in The 
Almighty Dollar. - 


Since the awful war overspread all the earth 
we have lost a great deal of faith in our Yellow 
man, and think less of him than we did. A very 
large percentage of him has shown that he is 
unworthy even of redemption. If there is no 
hell, then there ought to be, for there are mil- 
lions of greedy, grasping, dishonest and dishon- 
orable hounds in human- shape who deserve 
little else than damnation and punishment. 

We have lost faith in the Brotherhood of Man. 
There is no such thing. The Fatherhood of 
God, the teachings of Christ and the Brother- 
hood of Man weigh up very lightly nowdays when 
balanced in the scales again human selfishness 
and greed for power, luxury and the rithes of 
sordid gold. 


A GREAT STEP FORWARD
